is a commercial kitchen space for food based
businesses to have a space in their own
community to continue to build their products
and grow

hoop houses to allow for year-round
growing and teaching

englewood living room is a space for
community to breathe life into the site year-
round

the business incubator is flexible and
allows for other entrepreneurs to participate

the shed is a flexible market space
expansion to the living room
